ALABAMA 

Mr.  James  Cooper,  Tuscaloosa  County,  Ala. ,  has  been  a  4-H  club 
member  for  six  years.  He  began  with  one  gilt  which  later  farrowed  a 
litter  of  pigs.  The  next  year  he  added  corn  growing  in  order  to  produce 
feed  for  his  hogs.  In  his  third  club  year  he  grew  pigs,  corn,  peanuts 
and  cotton,  producing  500  pounds  of  lint  cotton  on  an  acre,  75  bushels 
of  peanuts,  and  50  bushels  of  corn.  The  following  year,  1928,  he  bought 
his  first  calf,  continuing  to  grow  corn,  cotton  and  pigs,  and  continued 
these  lines  in  1929,  and  again  this  year.  His  cotton  has  made  a  bale 
to  the  acre  each  year,  his  corn  produced  from  45  to  56  bushels  per  acre, 
and  he  has  fed  from  11  to  16  pigs  each  year.  He  has  served  as  president 
of  his  club  and  as  local  leader. 

Miss  Sarah  Duncan,  Talladega  County,  Ala. ,  began  4-H  club  work  in 
1926  when  she  carried  on  gardening,  canning  and  foods  work.  In  the  five 
years  she  has  specialized  in  these  subjects  and  in  home  beautification, 
and  clothing.  She  has  served  her  club  as  president,  vice  president, 
group  leader,  and  reporter.  She  has  missed  but  two  club  meetings  since 
she  joined,  five  years  ago. 

Mr.  Ray  Evers, _ Conecuh  County,  Ala. ,  joined  his  4-H  club  first 

in  1926  when  he  undertook  growing  cotton  and  corn,  and  produced  600  pounds 
of  lint  and  45  bushels  of  corn  on  his  two  acres.  He  has  continued 
growing  these  crops.  He  has  been  vice  president,  president,  and  group 
leader  of  his  club  at  various  times. 

Miss  Ruth  Pope,  Butler  County,  Ala.,  first  became  a  4-H  club 
member  in  1926.  Her  first  two  years  were  devoted  to  canning;  in  1928 
she  added  foods  and  poultry  work;  in  1929  took  up  home  improvement  and  is 
this  year  growing  a  garden  and  continuing  her  canning  work.  She  has  been 
vice  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  president  of  her  club  at 
various  times.  One  of  her  exhibits  in  clothing  work  was  a  traveling 
outfit  which  won  a  place  at  the  1929  State  short  course  exhibit.  She 
assisted  her  club  in  building  and  furnishing  a  club  room. 


ARKANSAS 

Miss  Elma  Davis,  Monroe  County,  Ark.,  joined  a  4-H  club  in  1926 
and  undertook  gardening,  poultry  and  canning  work,  and  has  continued 
demonstrations  in  these  lines  each  succeeding  year.  In  her  first  year 
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she  won  a  State  contest  for  judging  canned  products  after  preliminary 
county  contests.  She  has  made  an  average  net  profit  during  her  four 
years  of  club  work  of  $280  per  year.  She  is  now  attending  high  school, 
driving  14  miles  to  and  from  school  daily.  She  has  served  as  local 
leader  for  her  club  one  year  and  as  president  two  years. 

Mr.  Celma  Gilliland,  White  County,  Ark. ,  has  heen  a  member  of  a 
4-H  club  since  1927.  For  three  years  he  has  grown  corn,  making  50  bushel 
from  one  acre  the  first  year,  208  bushels  from  three  acres  the  second, 
and  70  bushels  from  a  one-acre  plot  the  third  year.  That  year  he  also 
fed  and  cared  for  a  gilt  and  7  pigs.  He  has  been  president  of  his  own 
4-H  club  and  also  president  of  the  county  and  district  4-H  organizations. 

Mr.  Austin  Holland,  Ashley  County,  Ark. ,  joined  a  4-H  club  in 
1924,  choosing  corn  and  cotton  growing  for  his  demonstrations.  In  1926 
he  added  sweet  potato  growing.  He  has  produced  at  least  one  bale  of 
cotton  per  acre  each  year  and  in  1928  produced  750  pounds  of  lint.  He 
has  been  president  of  his  local  4-H  club  five  years  and  president  of 
the  county  club  council  for  two  years.  In  1928  and  again  in  1929  he 
served  as  local  leader.  He  has  also  grown  cabbage  and  sweet  potatoes. 

In  1929  in  a  five-acre  cotton  contest,  produced  a  bale  per  acre  and 
made  second  highest  yield  in  the  county. 

Miss  Mary  White,  Pulaski  County,  Ark. ,  has  been  a  4-H  club  member 
since  1923.  Being  fond  of  outdoor  work,  she  chose  gardening  for  her 
first  demonstration  and  has  continued  to  cultivate  one  each  year,  adding 
to  her  interests  clothing,  cooking,  and  room  improvement.  She  has  been 
at  different  times,  secretary-treasurer,  reporter,  vice  president,  and 
president  of  her  club,  and  for  two  seasons  has  served  as  local  leader 
in  cooking  and  sewing. 


CONNECTICUT 

Mr.  George  Dart,  Tolland  County,  Conn. ,  has  been  a  4-H  club 
member  since  1926.  His  first  club  work  was  the  keeping  of  records  on 
six  cows.  This  was  followed  by  poultry  raising,  with  dairy  work  added 
again  in  1928  and  1929.  He  has  been  treasurer  and  secretary,  vice  presi¬ 
dent,  and  president  of  his  club,  and  was  local  leader  for  two  years. 

Mr.  Paul  Holdridge,  New  London  County,  Conn.  His  first  club  work 
was  with  poultry,  begun  in  1927,  and  continued  each  year  since.  His 
first  flock  of  30  pullets  made  a  laying  average  of  107  eggs  per  bird. 

The  next  year  he  had  built  up  his  flock  to  110  pullets  and  made  a  laying 
record  of  an  average  of  151  eggs  per  bird.  His  last  flock  numbers  337 
pullets  and  they  have  averaged,  up  to  April  1,  65  eggs  per  bird.  He 
has  been  president  of  his  club  and  local  leader  for  two  years. 
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Miss  Dorothy  Hollister,  Litchfield  County,  Conn.  Became  a  4-K 
club  member  in  November,  1927,  enrolling  for  work  with  foods.  The  first 
year  she  prepared  57  separate  dishes  and  36  complete  meals.  During  the 
summer  months  she  worked  at  canning,  resuming  food  preparation  again  in 
the  autumn.  She  has  been  local  leader  of  her  club,  trained  several 
demonstration  teams  for  competitions,  and  had  charge  of  three  achievement 
programs. 

Miss  Katherine  Mara,  Windham  County,  Conn. ,  has  been  a  club 
member  since  1928,  and  has  specialized  in  food  preparation,  canning,  and 
planning  of  meals.  She  has  served  as  president  of  her  club  for  two  years. 


DELAWARE 

Miss  Elizabeth  Armour,  Kent  County,  Del.  Eirst  began  4-H  club 
work  in  1925,  undertaking  clothing  and  preparation  of  foods  for  her 
special  enterprises.  These  she  continued  the  following  year.  In  1928 
she  began  canning  and  poultry  work  and  for  1929  and  1930  she  again  took 
up  clothing  work.  She  has  been  secretary  and  president  of  her  club. 

Mr.  George  Phillips,  New  Castle  County,  Del.  Has  been  a  4-H 
club  member  since  1924,  specializing  exclusively  in  poultry  raising 
until  1929  when  he  purchased  a  dairy  calf.  This  year  he  is  feeding  and 
caring  for  his  second  calf.  He  has  been  vice  president  and  president 
of  his  club  and  has  also  served  as  chairman  of  the  program  committee. 

Mr.  Leonard  Sapp,  Kent  County,  Del.  Has  been  a  club  member  since 
1927,  when  he  undertook  the  feeding  and  care  of  a  calf.  He  has  continued 
each  of  the  following  years.  He  has  served  as  vice  president  and  as 
secretary  of  his  club. 

Miss  Margaret  Thorp,  Sussex  County,  Del.,  joined  a  4-H  club  in 
1924  and  for  the  first  two  years  specialized  in  clothing  work,  adding 
weaving  the  second  year.  The  third  year  she  began  canning  work  and  has 
continued  this  enterprise  up  to  the  present  time.  She  is  a  freshman  in 
college.  She  has  been  president  and  local  leader  of  her  club. 


FLORIDA 

Miss  Mary  Effa  Bradley,  Leon  County,  Ela, ,  has  been  a  club  member 
since  1926  when  she  undertook  clothing  and  poultry  raising  projects. 

She  has  continued  both  of  these,  building  up  her  flock  of  poultry  from 
15  birds  up  to  her  present  stock  of  221  birds.  In  1928  she  added  food 
preparation  to  her  work  and  in  1929,  home  improvement.  She  has  been 
secretary-treasurer,  vice-president,  and  president  of  her  club,  and 
served  as  local  leader  for  several  seasons. 
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Mr.  Hugh  Dukes,  Union  County,  Fla.  Began  his  4-H  club  work  with 
a  corn-growing  enterprise,  producing  46  Bushels  on  his  club  acre.  The 
next  year  he  grew  corn  and  fed  a  pig  to  market  condition,  sold  it  and 
Bought  a  Bred  sow.  In  1929  he  produced  87-^  Bushels  of  corn,  raised  8 
pigs,  sold  six  and  kept  two,  one  of  which  won  a  State  championship.  Has 
Been  president  of  his  cluB  and  local  leader. 

Mr.  Wilson  Roberts,  Washington  County,  Fla.  His  first  cluB  enter¬ 
prise  was  growing  sweet  potatoes,  in  1926.  This  he  continued  in  1927, 
at  the  same  time  starting  a  poultry  project.  In  1928  he  grew  peanuts, 
producing  35  Bushels  from  his  acre  of  ground;  in  1929  he  fed  six  pigs 
for  market,  and  this  year  he  is  growing  corn.  He  has  Been  president  and 
local  leader  of  his  cluB. 

Miss  G-uilda  Yates,  Orange  County,  Fla.  Has  kept  a  flock  of  55 
laying  hens,  improved  her  own  room,  cared  for  a  garden  150  By  150  feet 
in  size,  and  completed  the  sewing  necessary  for  her  home  improvement 
plans.  She  has  Been  secretary,  treasurer,  vice-president  and  president 
of  her  cluB,  president  of  the  county  4-H  cluB  council,  and  has  served  as 
editor-in-chief  of  the  cluB  newspaper,  and  local  leader  for  her  cluB. 


GEORGIA 

Miss  Dorris  Dasher,  Lowndes  County,  Ga.  Her  first  cluB  work, 

Begun  in  1928,  consisted  of  cooking,  sewing,  and  canning.  In  1929  she 
continued  these  enterprises  and  added  gardening.  She  has  Been  president 
of  her  cluB  and  local  leader. 

Mr.  Jethro  Duncan,  Wayne  County,  Ga.  Has  Been  interested  since 
his  first  year,  1925,  in  growing  sweet  potatoes,  making  a  Better  yield 
each  year,  his  highest  record  Being  200  Bushels  per  acre.  In  1929  he 
also  grew  an  acre  of  corn,  harvesting  100  Bushels,  and  fed  two  pigs  to 
over  200  pounds  weight.  This  year  he  is  feeding  another  pig  and  growing 
corn.  He  has  Been  vice  president  of  his  cluB  and  president  of  the 
county  cluB  leaders'  association  and  has  Been  local  leader  of  a  cluB. 

Mr.  Harry  Eel ton  Tucker,  Decatur  County,  Ga.  Has  grown  cotton 
as  a  cluB  enterprise  each  year  since  1925,  his  lowest  yield  Being  769 
pounds  per  acre,  and  his  highest,  1136  pounds  per  acre.  In  1929  he 
started  growing  peanuts,  producing  34  Bushels  from  his  acre  of  ground, 
and  he  is  again  growing  cotton  and  peanuts  this  year.  He  has  Been  chair¬ 
man  of  his  cluB  group  and  has  Been  local  leader. 


ILL  1170  IS 


Lewis  Butzow,  Iroquois  County,  Ill.,  has  Been  in  4-H  cluB  work 
for  eight  years,  during  which  time  he  has  Been  growing  sheep,  poultry, 
pigs,  Beef  cattle,  and  corn.  He  shows  his  stock  Both  at  the  State  fair 
and  the  International  Livestock  Exposition. 
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George  A.  Doole,  Adams  County,  Ill.,  joined  a  4-H  club  seven 
years  ago,  undertaking  livestock  work.  He  has  fed  pigs,  poultry,  and 
baby  "beef,  showing  at  local  and  district  fairs.  Among  other  enterprises 
he  has  made  a  start  toward  a  business  of  his  own  by  developing  a  herd  of 
20  hogs.  He  is  paying  part  of  his  expenses  in  the  Illinois  college  of 
agriculture  by  his  club  livestock. 

Miss  Joy  M.  Hardy,  Hancock  County,  Illinois.,  became  a  4-H  club 
member  in  1924  and  has  specialized  in  clothing  and  room  improvement. 

In  1929  she  was  State  room  improvement  champion.  She  has  been  president, 
vice  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  reporter  for  her  club  at 
various  times.  She  is  at  present  preparing  for  college. 

Miss  Mildred  Mies,  Livingston  County,  Ill.,  has  been  a  4-H  club 
member  six  years,  doing  clothing,  baking,  and  poultry  work.  She  has 
been  county  baking  and  health  champion  and  has  served  her  club  as  news 
reporter,  secretary,  and  president.  She  is  now  a  home  economics 
student  at  the  University  of  Illinois. 


INDIANA 

Miss  Joenita  3urd,  Rush  County,  Ind. ,  has  been  a  4-H  club  member 
for  seven  years,  specializing  in  clothing,  canning,  and  baking.  In  1928 
she  won  State  championship  in  canning.  She  has  been  vice  president, 
president,  secretary,  news  reporter,  and  group  leader  of  her  club  at 
various  times.  The  two  years  in  which  she  served  as  leader,  her  club 
made  a  IOC  per  cent  completion  record. 

Mr.  Earl  L.  Butz,  Noble  County,  Ind. ,  joined  a  4-H  club  in  1927, 
choosing  as  his  enterprise  the  feeding  of  a  beef  calf.  He  continued 
his  beef  cattle  work  and  in  1928  undertook  feed  and  management  of  pigs. 

For  two  years  he  has  served  as  junior  leader  of  a  club  having  37 
members,  95  per  cent  of  which  completed  their  year's  work  in  1928  with 
a  slightly  higher  record  in  1929.  He  is  attending  Purdue  University 
through  a  scholarship  won  in  his  club  work. 

Mr.  Charles  W.  Myers,  Wayne  County,  Ind.,  first  entered  a  4-H 
club  in  1923,  feeding  and  caring  for  a  pig  as  his  club  enterprise.  He 
began  to  build  up  a  herd  of  registered  pigs  and  also  added  poultry 
raising,  corn  growing,  and  potato  growing.  This  past  year  he  had  12 
acres  of  corn,  3  acres  of  potatoes,  7  sows  and  litters,  and  1400  chickens. 
His  1930  enterprises  are  somewhat  more  extensive.  He  has  served  his 
club  both  as  officer  and  leader.  Last  year  the  club  trained  for  and 
gave  three  demonstrations  of  improved  farming  methods,  exhibited  their 
club  work  locally,  and  several  were  represented  at  the  State  Fair.  He 
is  a  student  at  Purdue  University. 
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Miss  Ruby  Richardson,  Tippecanoe  County, _ Ind. ,  has  "been  a  4-H 

club  member  since  1923,  specializing  in  clothing  and  canning  work.  She 
has  been  both  club  officer  and  leader  for  her  club  of  18  girls.  All  of 
the  members  completed  their  work  last  year  and  exhibited  at  the  county 
fair.  She  has  represented  her  club  in  county  and  State  demonstration 
and  judging  contests. 


IOWA 


Miss  Blanche  Brobeil,  Sac  County,  Iowa.  First  became  a  4-H  club 
member  in  1926,  selecting  clothing  as  her  enterprise.  Two  years  later 
she  undertook  canning,  the  following  year  carried  out  a  year's  program 
in  bread  making,  and  is  at  present  engaged  in  home  furnishing  work.  She 
has  been  a  member  of  demonstration  teams  taking  part  in  county  and  State 
events;  has  been  reporter,  secretary- treasurer ,  president,  and  chairman 
of  the  program  committee  for  her  local  club,  president  of  the  girls'  4-H 
county  organization  and  editor  of  the  county  4-H  paper.  She  has  shown 
her  club  products  at  county  and  State  fairs. 

Miss  Corrine  Conard,  Calhoun  County,  Iowa.  Chose  clothing  as  her 
first  4-E  club  enterprise  in  1925.  Continued  this  work  until  1928  when 
she  began  home  furnishing  work,  and  is  specializing  this  year  in  canning. 
She  has  been  a  member  of  teams  engaging  in  a  number  of  demonstrations 
and  has  also  given  a  number  of  demonstrations  of  club  methods  alone.  She 
has  been  a  member  of  the  county  champion  judging  team  which  won  first 
place  at  the  State  fair  contest.  She  has  been  reporter,  secretary,  and 
president  of  her  local  club,  and  president  of  the  county  organization 
of  4-H  club  girls  and  has  been  a  delegate  to  the  State  4-H  convention. 

Mr.  Walter  DeWinter,  Webster  County,  Iowa.  When  he  first  joined 
a  4— H  club,  in  1926,  he  selected  the  care  and  management  of  a  dairy  heifer 
as  his  club  demonstration.  He  has  also  carried  on  work  in  care  of  pigs, 
feeding  and  caring  for  a  sow  and  litter  in  1927  and  again  in  1929.  He 
has  built  up  a  herd  of  dairy  cattle  and  is  working  with  his  father  in  the 
management  of  the  home  farm.  He  has  been  president  of  his  local  club, 
president  of  the  county  organization,  and  vice  president  of  the  State 
association  of  4-H  club  boys.

Mr.  Irvin  Edwards,  Madison  County,  Iowa.  Began  his  4-H  club  ex¬ 
periences  with  the  development  of  one  baby  beef  animal  in  1924.  He  has 
continued  this  work  each  year  since.  Last  year  he  showed  the  champion 
baby  beef  in  his  breed  at  the  State  fair  and  also  showed  the  first  prize 
summer  yearling  steer  of  the  sane  breed  in  the  open  class  at  the  State 
exhibition  and  won  these  and  other  placings  at  the  Ak-Sar-Ben  livestock 
show  at  Omaha,  Nebraska,  as  well  as  the  reserve  champion  steer  of  his 
breed  in  the  open  class. 
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KANSAS 


Miss  Jeanette  S.  Gamble,  Montgomery  County,  Kans.  Began  her 
club  work  with  a  dairy  calf  enterprise,  which  she  continued  for  three 
years.  In  1927  she  became  interested  in  clothing  work  and  in  1929  added 
poultry  and  canning  enterprises.  This  year  she  is  continuing  these  and 
is  also  doing  room  improvement  work.  She  represented  Kansas  in  a 
national  exhibit  contest  in  1929,  showing  a  complete  costume  which  she 
had  designed,  selected  and  constructed,  which  won  the  blue  ribbon. 

She  has  been  reporter,  vice  president,  secretary,  and  president  of  her 
club  and  acted  as  local  leader  for  two  seasons.  She  had  charge  of  rerea- 
tion  at  the  last  Montgomery  County  4-H  camp. 

Miss  Olga  Larsen,  Lincoln  County,  Kans.  Has  been  a  4-K  club 
member  since  1923  when  she  enrolled  for  clothing  work.  This  she  con¬ 
tinued  a  second  year  and  then  engaged  in  room  improvement  work  for  two 
years.  She  has  been  serving  as  local  leader  since  1927.  Her  club  some 
time  ago  restored  an  old  school  house  which  they  are  using  for  a  club 
house.  They  have  community  dinners,  produce  club  plays,  and  carry  on 
their  regular  club  meetings  in  the  club  house.  She  has  been  club 
reporter,  secretary-treasurer,  and  local  leader. 

Mr.  Gaylord  Munson,  Geary  County,  Kans.  Has  carried  on  a  baby 
beef  enterprise  as  his  club  work  since  1926.  Since  1927  he  has  been 
growing  corn  and  for  two  years  he  was  a  poultry  raiser.  He  has  averaged 
over  98  bushels  of  corn  from  his  club  acre,  his  highest  yield  being  104 
bushels  in  1927.  He  has  fed  out  13  baby  beeves.  Since  1927  he  has  been 
local  leader  and  at  various  times  has  been  president  of  his  local  club 
and  of  the  county  organization. 

Mr.  Albert  Pease,  Bourbon  County,  Kans.  Hirst  joined  a  4-H  club 
in  1924,  selecting  corn  growing  as  his  specialty.  Since  1927  he  has 
been  local  leader  of  his  club,  and  was  president  one  year.  His  club  has 
made  a  high  record  in  exhibits,  judging,  and  completion  of  undertakings. 


KENTUCKY 

Mr.  Robert  L.  G-raves,  Boone  County,  Ky.  First  club  work  was 
poultry  raising,  begun  in  1924.  In  1926,  he  added  corn  growing,  in  1927, 
fed  and  cared  for  a  calf,  and  in  1928,  began  a  lamb  feeding  enterprise. 
This  year  he  is  also  growing  a  fourth  acre  of  potatoes.  He  has  been 
president  of  his  local  club  and  secretary-treasurer  and  president  of  the 
county  4-H  club.  Owns  3  purebred  Jerseys  and  a  small  flock  of  sheep. 

One  of  his  heifers  won  3rd  place  in  a  ring  of  31  at  the  State  Fair  and  a 
f  cow  produced  189.6  pounds  of  butterfat  in  a  5  months  record. 
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Miss  Ruth  Harris,  Campbell  County,  Ky.  Began  club  work  in  1923, 
specializing  in  clothing  which  she  continued  until  1929  when  she  took 
up  food  preparation  and  canning.  This  year  she  is  carrying  room  im¬ 
provement  work.  Has  been  president  and  local  leader  of  her  club. 

Mr.  Ed.  Hays.  Jackson  County,  Kentucky.  His  first  club  work  was 
poultry  raising,  in  1923,  and  he  has  continued  this  line  of  work  each 
succeeding  year  with  the  exception  of  1928  when  he  fed  a  pig  for  marketing. 
He  has  been  secretary  and  vice  president  of  his  club  and  local  leader. 

Miss  Elizabeth  lord,  Christian  County,  Ky.  Has  been  in  4-H 
club  work  eight  years,  specializing  in  clothing,  food  preparation,  and 
canning.  Was  State  clothing  champion  in  1926  and  State  canning  champion 
in  1929.  She  has  been  secretary  and  president  of  her  club. 


LOUISIANA. 

Miss  Birdye  Browning,  East  Baton  Rouge  Parish,  La.  Has  been  in 
club  work  since  1924  when  she  undertook  gardening,  canning,  and  clothing 
demonstrations.  In  1926  she  added  food  preparation  and  in  1927  poultry 
work.  This  year  she  is  also  feeding  and  caring  for  two  pigs.  From  her 
club  work  in  1930,  to  date,  she  has  2  pigs,  30  bushels  of  garden  produce, 
and  has  canned  365  quarts  of  fruits  and  vegetables.  She  has  been  presi¬ 
dent  of  her  club,  secretary  of  the  parish  4-H  executive  committee,  and 
has  served  as  local  leader  for  four  seasons. 

Mr.  Russell  Dernier,  St.  James  Parish,.  La.  Began  his  club  work 
in  1928  with  the  care  and  feeding  of  a  brood  sow  and  litter  of  8  pigs. 

In  his  second  year  he  managed  two  litters  of  pigs,  grew  an  acre  of  corn 
which  produced  42  bushels,  a  half  acre  of  cabbage  from  which  he  sold 
forty  100-pound  crates,  and  cultivated  a  garden  from  which  he  obtained 
72  bushels  of  vegetables.  This  year  he  is  growing  an  acre  of  potatoes 
and  caring  for  a  pig.  He  has  been  president  of  his  local  club  and  of 
the  parish  executive  committee,  and  was  local  leader  of  a  club  three 
seasons. 


Mr.  Leonard  Murrell,  Webster  Parish,  La.  His  first  4-H  enter¬ 
prise  was  feeding  and  managing  a  pig  and  growing  two  acres  of  cotton 
which  yielded  two  bales.  The  following  year  he  planted  one  acre  of 
cotton  from  which  he  obtained  a  bale  of  cotton,  planted  and  cared  for 
36  peach  trees,  and  cultivated  an  acre  of  corn.  In  1928  he  con¬

For  the  last  two  years  her  club  has 
selected  as  its  project  for  the  community,  the  raising,  of  funds  for  the 
county  hospital. 

Mr.  Garnett  Mason,  Spotsylvania  County,  Va.  Has  been  a  4-H  club 
member  since  1922,  beginning  his  experiences  with  poultry  raising.  In 
1926  he  changed  to  corn  gror/ing  and  the  care  of  dairy  animals,  which  he  is 
still  continuing.  Has  shown  his  products  at  county,  district  and  State 
fairs.  Has  been  a  member  of  the  county  dairy  judging  team  representing 
his  county  at  the  State  fair  competition.  Helped  organize  a  club  in  a 
nearby  community.  Has  been  secretary,  president,  and  is  at  present  sponsor 
of  his  club. 

Mr.  Paul  Rose,  Alleghanny  County,  Va.  Enrolled  in  4-H  club  work 
to  carry  on  a  poultry  raising  demonstration  in  1921  and  has  continued  this 
enterprise  from  that  time,  adding  to  it  the  care  and  feeding  of  pigs  and 
sheep,  potato  growing,  and  gardening.  Has  brooder  houses  and  other  modern 
poultry  equipment  and  maintains  a  flock  of  100  or  more  laying  hens. 

Has  exhibited  his  club  products  at  a  number  of  fairs  and  has  been  a  member 
of  both  demonstration  and  judging  teams.  Has  been  president  of  his 
local  club  and  of  the  county  4-H  organization.  Is  attending  college. 
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Miss  Mary  Camp  “bell,  Snohomish  County,  Wash.  Has  spent  eight 
years  in  4-H  club  work,  including  in  her  enterprises  room  improvement 
work,  canning,  and  sewing.  She  has  participated  each  year  in  demonstra¬ 
tion  or  judging  contests  held  at  county  and  State  events.  In  1929  she 
and  her  team  mate,  after  winning  county  and  State  championships  in  home 
economics  judging,  went  to  the  Pacific  International  at  Portland,  Oregon, 
where  they  placed  second  in  competition  with  a  number  of  teams  from 
other  States.  She  has  been  vice  president  and  president  of  her  club  and 
has  served  for  two  seasons  as  local  leader. 

Miss  Helen  F. _ Giber son,  Grays  Harbor  County,  Wash.  Enrolled  in 

a  4-H  club  in  1922,  and  in  the  eight  years  has  carried  on  enterprises  in 
room  improvement,  canning,  and  food  preparation.  She  has  exhibited  her 
products  at  county  and  other  fairs,  has  been  a  member  of  a  demonstration 
team  each  year  and  for  the  last  four  years  has  also  been  on  judging  teams. 
She  was  State  bread  baking  champion  in  1928  and  she  and  her  team  mate 
won  the  home  economics  demonstration  contest  at  the  State  fair  that  year. 
She  has  been  secretary,  treasurer,  vice  president,  and  president  of  her 
club,  secretary-treasurer  of  the  4-H  leaders  council,  and  president  of 
the  Grays  Harbor  County  club  which  includes  more  than  600  members. 

Mr.  Edward  Henderson,  Whatcom  County,  Wash.  First  joined  a  4-H 
club  in  1925,  selecting  gardening  as  his  demonstration.  This  line  of 
work  he  continued  until  the  present  year,  and  in  addition  has  been  growing 
sugar  beets.  In  1929  his  acre  of  sugar  beets  yielded  19-|  tons.  This 
year  he  also  undertook  a  poultry- raising  enterprise  and  from  1,000  baby 
chicks  has  produced  465  pullets.  He  succeeded  in  getting  a  75  to  80  per 
cent  lay.  He  is  taking  care  of  a  similar  consignment  of  baby  chicks 
this  year,  as  well  as  400  laying  hens.  He  has  been  vice  president  and 
president  of  his  club,  and  has  served  as  local  leader  two  seasons.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  demonstration  team  representing  Whatcom  County  in  last 
year’s  State  fair,  and  also  of  the  poultry  culling  team,  both  teams 
placing  second  at  the  State  contest. 

Mr.  Franz  Sunnitsch,  Chelan  County,  Wash.  Began  his  4-H  club 
work  in  1926.  He  first  carried  on  a  dairy  calf  feeding  demonstration, 
adding  potato  growing  later.  He  grew  the  first  certified  seed  potatoes 
ever  raised  in  the  Wenatchee  valley,  in  1928,  producing  150  bushels. 

He  has  had  charge  of  the  home  farm  since  he  was  16  years  of  age.  He  now 
has  eight  purebred  cattle,  and  has  built  up  a  herd  of  20  cows.  He  has 
been  a  member  of  demonstration  teams  and  judging  teams  competing  at  the 
State  fair,  the  Interstate  Fair  at  Spokane,  and  the  Pacific  International 
at  Portland,  Oregon.  Has  been  vice  president  and  president  of  his  club 
and  is  vice  president  in  the  state  4-H  club  for  the  northeast  section  of 
the  state.
